Repcri of Psycho-Analysis Committec, 

At the instigation of the Annual Representative Meeting 
in 1926 the Council of the Association set up a special 
committee ‘ to investigate the subject of psycho-analysis 
and report on the same.’? The report of the committee 
was published in the Supplement of June 29th (p. 262), 
and was accepted by the recent Annual Representative 
Meeting at Manchester as discharging the instructions 
given to the Council on this matter. The committee, which 
consisted of acknowledged experts in the field of psycho- 
therapy, and upon which general practitioners were also 
well represented, presented a balanced report on this 
difficult but interesting subject. The ‘report gives a 


historical survey of the analytic or exploratory work for 
medical purposes which led to the elaboration in 1895, by 
Professor Freud of Vienna, of psycho-analysis, and it 
contains a brief summary of modern psycho-analytical 
methods and teaching, and of other analytical methods; 
it deals with certain misconceptions concerning psycho- 
analysis, and cites the conditions which are treated by 
psycho-therapeutic measures, and more particularly by 
psycho-analysis. The report also contains criticisms ad- 
vanced against the theory and practice of psycho-analysis, 
together with replies to the criticisms by the president 
of the British Psycho-Analytical Society. It has now been 
reprinted, and copies may be obtained on application to 
the Financial Secretary and Business Manager, price 3d., 
post free.

Correspondence. 


Payment for Emergency Treatment. 

Srr,—The points raised in correspondence on the decision of 
the London Panel Committee are of importance. Doubtless 
on the facts disclosed the decision of the London Panel Com- 
mittee was correct, but I suggest that the circumstances must 
have been exceptional. 

The regulations require that a doctor on the panel summoned 
in emergency by an insured person must attend and afford any 
necessary treatment. It is provided that the doctor may make 
a claim for payment for this service, and it is further provided 
that such payment may be deducted from the remuneration of 
the doctor responsible for the patient, or may be paid out of 
the general pool before distribution. Dr. Batteson apparently 
assumes that the fee must be paid by the doctor. This is not so. 

The doctor cannot decide for himself that no emergency exists 
ard charge the patient privately, or he might be brought before 
the Medical Service Subcommittee. Therefore he must send in 
his claim with a statement of the circumstances. If the Panel 
Committee decides that no emergency existed he will then, 
months later, endeavour to recover a fee. Is he likely to be 
successful ? 

Further, I feel sure that Insurance Committees will view 
with misgiving any attempt on the part of Panel Committees 
to decide that such cases are not in fact emergencies. Aa 
emergency call is generally unnecessary from the medical point 
of view, but the layman sees it in a very different light. 

I hope that the London and all other Panel Committees will 
be very chary of disallowing emergency claims on the grounds 
that no emergency existed, except in circumstances where they 
can be certain that the laity would agree.—-I am, etc.,

Sir,—In his letter in the Supplement of September 14th 
(p. 143), Dr. Batteson, I note, is inclined to confuse an act 
done needlessly and under compulsion with an act of courtesy. 
He lvoks at the question from the wrong point of view; let me 
try to make it clear. A panel practitioner receives an emer- 
gency or pseudo-emergency call; he goes, and finds he has been 
caused to make a needless visit. He very naturally claims a 
fee, expecting it to come from the Practitioners’ Fund. He 
expects the custodians of the fund will take action against the 
izsured person for making an unreasonable demand, and thus, 
to some extent, protect panel practitioners from other needless
